The vineyard is in the land of 
Palestine, and the vine God’s 
earthly people Israel. This vine, 
brought out of Egypt, had been 
planted in Jehovah’s fruitful hill. 
He had hedged it around, digged 
a winepress in it, built a tower, 
and let it out to husbandmen, 
and-gone into a far country. All 
this spoke of His fostering care 
of Israel, hedged about by His 
holy law and dowered with the 
most blessed divinely-given privi-

and a spiritual standpoint. 

Their nurture was entrusted 
to divinely-appointed leaders, both 
kingly and priestly in character, 
while He Himself, who had been 
so marvelously manifested in the 
beginning of their history, with- 
drew as it were into the silence.

Throughout the Word of God 
great distinction is made between 
the wise and the foolish. The wise 
will obey God’s Word while the 
foolish stumble on in disobedi- 
ence. “The wise in heart will 
receive commandments: but a 
prating fool shall fall” (Prov. 
10:8). The wise will be able to 
understand God’s truth while it 
is divinely hid from the wicked. 
“Many shall be purified, and made 
white, and tried; but the wicked 
shall do wickedly: and none of 
the wicked shall understand; but 
the wise shall understand’: (Dan. 
12:10). 


Jesus also made great distinc- 
tion between the wise and the 
foolish.

I read two verses, one on Co- 
operation, the other limiting that 
co-operation. | 

Psalm .119:63 says, “I am a 
companion of all them that fear 
‘thee, and of them that keep thy 
precepts.” Let us analyzé that. 
‘Let us say that I am a companion 
of all those who are saved and 
those who go by the Bible. God 
and the Bible. Let’s put it a-little 
further—Christ and the Bible, “I 
‘am a companion of all them that 


fear thee, and of them that keep 
thy precepts.” 

That verse is very sweet to me 
because on the authority of that 
verse I decided not to be just a 
Baptist evangelist, though I am 
a Baptist, but to be an evangelist 
to all God’s people. I determined 
I would say what John Wesley 
said, “The world is my parish,” 
and that I would be for the man 
who is for Christ and the Bible. 
So I work with all people of God

who are born-again and live like 
it and believe the Bible and who 
are willing to work with other 
Christians. “I am a companion of 
all them that fear thee, and of 
them that keep thy preeeptg.” 


The Bible has very clear limits 
on co-operation. Second John 7 to 
11 is a familiar passage. 

“For many deceivers are en- 
tered into the world, who confess 
not that Jesus Christ is come in 
the flesh. This is a deceiver and 
an antichrist. Look to yourselves, 
that we lose not those things 
which we have wrought, but that 
we receive a full reward.” Many 
a good Christian who has won 
souls loses his place of favor with 
God, loses many blessings and re- 
wards he would have at the judg- 
ment seat of-Christ, because he 
is not careful to take sides against 
modernism and sin. “Look to 
yourselves, that we lose not those 
things which we have wrought, 
but that we receive a full reward.

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Is TV As Bad | 
As the Movies? 


There is no doubt that there are 
many bad programs on television. 
I am certain that no Christian 
home ought to have TV used in- 
discriminately, without careful 
choice and .without any. supervi- 
sion or censoring. I think TV has 
had a bad influence in encourag- 
ing crime and glamorizing crime, 
a bad influence in improper em- 
phasis on sex, etc. 


However, it is also fair to say 
that every other medium of com- 
munication has been misused the 
same way. There is a great deal 
of bad influence in literature as 
represented not only on the 
newsstand but in a modern li- 
brary. There are a great many 


bad programs on radio. There is’ 


a great deal of ungodly anti- 
Christian teaching in our high 
schools and colleges. However, 
that doés not mean that we should 
do away with libraries, that we 
should never have a daily paper or 
a good magazine. It does not mean 
we should never have a radio pro- 
gram.: It does not mean then, 
necessarily, that the TV cannot be 
used for God. 


I think that any man who does 
not have the moral character to 
set the pattern of what his chil- 
dren can read, ought not to give 
them the privileges of bringing 
any kind of reading matter into 
the home which they want to. 
Better no reading than _ infidel 
reading or lewd, immoral reading. 
I think that any man who does 
not set out to counterbalance and 
counteract the infidel teaching in 
high schools and college would be 
better not to send his children 
to high school and college. I am 
saying that every father and 
mother must give an account to 
God for how carefully they super- 
vise those influences which make 
or break character in their chil- 
dren. 


So there is deadly danger in the 
TV, and the moral responsibility 
of the father and mother, if they 
bring a TV set into the house, 
is tremendous. The Christian man 
who does not intend to police 
and rule the kind of programs 
which are seen on his TV set 
should not have a TV set. 


A Pastor Asks Question, What 
Is the Difference Between 
TV and the Hollywood 
Movies? 

We had a letter from a good 
Conservative Baptist pastor who 
said: 


“Dear Dr. Rice: 


“T would appreciate it if you 
could find time to tell me how 
you meet the question of people 
today who insist it is all right 
to attend the movies. Since they 
use the argument that by «tele- 
vision we have the movie industry 
right in the living room, 

“When we say we select what 
we view then they present the age 
old argument that they select 
their movies. 

“T have read your booklet that 
came out a few years ago on the 
movies and also have been blessed 
by many of your sermons through 
THE SWORD OF THE LORD and your 
books. 

“Any help you can give regard- 
ing my question will be greatly 
appreciated.” 


The Editor’s Answer 


December 1, 1959 
Dear Dr. 

I thank you for your letter. You 
asked how to answer the argu- 
ment of movie goers that “by tele- 
vision we have the movie industry 
right in the living room.” 

In my judgment, every medium 
of communication should be 
. Judged on its own merits and with 
the rule given in the Bible that 
“Whether therefore ye eat, or 
drink, or whatsoever ye do, do 
all to the glory of God” (I Cor. 
10:31). 

I think that the Hollywood 
commercial movies have proven 
themselves bad. I think there is 
s0 little of good in the Hollywood 
movies that anyone who goes, 
even occasionally, to the Holly- 
4wood commercial movies is cer- 
tain to be influenced wrong and 
find it a curse instead of-a bless-

ing. And not only are the themes 
of the Hollywood movies gener- 
ally sex and crime and the stand- 
ards are lewd and violent and im- 
moral and unchristian, but for any 
Christian to attend the Holly- 
wood movies lends some support 
to the standard of life of the Hol- 
lywood harlots and whoremongers 
who make the pictures. I think 
that the movies now are much 
worse than they were when my 
book on What Is Wrong With the 
Movies? first came out. 

Please understand me. I do not 
say that movie machines are 
wrong. I ‘think that the moving 
picture machine is simply an in- 
strument without any moral qual- 
ities of its own, but only as it is 
used. I think that one could make 
good movies. I have a number of 
sermons put on film, which God 
has used to the saving of many 
hundreds ef souls. There are other 
good films. That medium of com- 
munication is not bad. But it is 
so definitely and almost univers- 
ally badly used in Hollywood com- 
mercial movies that there is no 
way to endorse or attend the Hol- 
lywood movies, in my judgment, 
without endorsing and using the 
influence for wicked immorality. 


Now if it is wrong to have a TV, 
it is wrong to have a radio. And 
for some people who do not have 
strict standards or for some men 
who do not control their families, 
it very likely is wrong to have a 
TV set. I think it is wrong to 
allow any medium of communica- 
tion which is not policed and 
guarded carefully. I am for read- 
ing matter, but I am not for un- 
restrained, uncensored, 
selected reading matter in my 
home. More than once I have flat- 
ly laid down the law that certain 


kinds of books could not come into 
my home. And I have sometimes 
burned bad books which came into 
my home. And even books that 


were recommended as collateral 
reading in the _ schools, 
sometimes flatly refused to have 
in my home. I say reading may 
be a great blessing, It would be 
wrong not to teach people to read. 
But one will have to give an ac- 
count to God for what he reads, 
the kind of pictures he sees, etc. 


I think that the radio is a good 
means of communication. But I 
do not think that any home ought 
to «have the radio turned on to 
hear just all kinds of programs. 
I do not think that any parent 
-ought to allow children to select 
their own program without any 
supervision. The radio can be, and 
sometimes hhas been, vicious and 
bad. But in the home it can be 
controlled and can prove a bless- 
ing. 


Differences Between Movie 
Theaters and TV 


I think the same thing about 
TV. Will you notice some differ- 
ences between the TV and the 
movies. 

1. One could have a TV set 
and could see many wonderful 
things without ever looking at the 


| Hollywood movie on TV. One 


could see news events, hear ad- 
dresses by the President and other 
famous men, see athletic events, 
football, baseball, basketball, golf 
games, bowling games, could hear 
musical programs, all of them 
good, without seeing a single Hol- 
lywood movie. And on many TV 
sets one can hear preaching of the 
Gospel at certain hours. I have 
preached on TV several times. 
There are enough good things 
with no reproach and no bad in- 
fluence that a family might. see 
on TV without ever seeing a single 
Hollywood movie on TV. 

2. Again, one can with the flip 
of the wrist change the program 
on a FV. You cannot do that after 
you go to a movie theatre. You 
cannot even find a theatre that 
has a much different program 
from what the next theatre will 
have on the’ same night general- 
ly. And if you see one feature in 
a movie program, you cannot 
change what comes next. You can- 


not change the announcement of

He “Saved” a Dime... 


A costly example of being pen- 
ny wise and pound foolish was 
seen at Miami, Missouri, the other 
day when 21-year-old Donald 
Standley tried to beat a toll bridge 
out of a ten cent fee. Instead of 
stopping to pay the modest charge 
for crossing the Missouri River, 
Standley tried to race his old 
model convertible through the toll 
gate at a high rate of speed. The 
foolish lawbreaker lost control of 
his machine and smashed into a 
concrete abutment. He wound up 
at the hospital in.a critical con- 
dition and a companion, 21-year- 
old Jack Dobbins, was killed. 


Yes, he “saved” a dime .. . but 
lost a life! 
Standley is not alone in his 


folly. Others, while the actual 
deed is different, are just as asi- 
nine in principle. They insure their 
bodies for five, ten, or twenty 
thousand dollars—and more—yet 
make absolutely no provision for 
their souls which are of immeas- 
urable value. When death comes 
their bodies are well cared for: 
usually the burial plot has al- 
ready been purchased and some- 
times even the grave marker and 
casket have been previously selec- 


movies. And the folks who talk 
about selecting are not really sin- 
cere in the matter because they 
do little selection. I know be- 
cause I used to go only now and 
then to the movies. But if one 
were really conscientious and 
careful, there would be only one 
or two movies to come out in a 
year’s time which he might prop- 


erly see, a movie like “Snow 
White and the Seven Dwarfs,” 
we will say, or some other Walt 


Disney film. And even then at a 
movie you would be paying the 
money to wicked men who run 
the movie industry and who in- 
tend to bring a curse on those 
they can influence for money. You 
would be making the wicked Hol- 
lywood movie industry respect- 
able. And if you chose one film, 


somebody else who did not want, 


to do right would use that as an 
excuse for seeing another one 
which was not good. But with the 
TV set, under decent and proper 
parental control in the home, one 
can simply specify what programs 
can be seen and what cannot be 
seen. 

3. The TV program carries 
many of the same programs which 
were popular on radio, Amos and 
Andy, and others, which had noth- 
ing to do with the commercial 
movies. : 

4. Having a TV set and using 
it to see decent things that Chris- 
tian people have a right to see 
does not endorse’ the Hollywood 
movies, does not furnish any mon- 
ey for lewd stars and for money- 
mad movie makers, and does not 
influence young Christians to at- 
tend the movies. 


Control TV or Banish It 
From Your Home 


And, of course, the answer all 
the time is that if a TV set or a 
radio set or library privileges can- 
not be policed and controlled by 
parents and good Christians in 
the home, then they should simply 
be influenced by tobacco ads, and 
wrong, and anybody can see that 
his home is kept relatively harm- 
less in its entertainment. 

It is true that on TV there are 
tobacco ads. There are also tobac- 
co ads in the daily papers which 
come to every home. But the privi- 
lege of reading is so blessed of 
God that people do not have to 
be #hfluenced by tobacco ads, and 
we had better have reading and 
have. to watch against bad in- 
fluences than not to have this 
means of communication of ideas. 

There is no simple, easy way to 
be a good Christian. To say that 
you will never learn to read, or 
that you will never listen to a 
radio program, or that you will 
never listen to a TV program, or 
that you will’ never send a child 
to school (since some teachers

1:12 expresses it: “But as many 
as received him, to them gave he 
power to become the sons of God, 
even to them that believe on his 
name,”

Capital Punishment: Pro

Delegates at the General As- 
sembly of the United Presbyterian 
Church, meeting in session at In- 
dianapolis some months ago, voted 
overwhelmingly in favor of a reso- 
lution stating that capital punish- 
ment “cannot be condoned’ by 
the Christian conscience. Appar- 
ently the opinionated Presbyter- 
ians feel that such portions of 
sacred Scripture as Genesis 9:6 
cannot be “condoned” by the 
Christian “conscience.” Incidently, 
the same crowd passed another 
resolution asking for recognition 
of Red China and admission for 
the bloody buzzards into the 
United Nations! A pair of more 
contradictory resolutions could 
not have possibly been prepared 
and passed. 

Yet on the other side of the 
ocean from the anti-capital-pun- 
ishment-Presbyterians, taxi driv- 
ers all over West Germany staged 
a 15-minute “protest strike” at 
noon one day in order ot publicize 
their demand that the death pen- 
alty for murder be reintroduced 
into the statute books of the Ger- 
man courts. The protest strike 
followed the slaying of a cabbie 
by a soldier, the one hundred and 
fiftieth driver to have been mur- 
dered since 1945, which was about 
the time capital punishment was 
abolished. 


One. wonders if the pious Pres- 
byterian delegates, with their 
plentiful pronouncements favoring 
the easing of sin’s penalties as 
decreed by God, might not change 
their ‘‘views” if they had to drive 
a taxi around West Germany for 
awhile—or even around Brooklyn, 
U. S. A.

Cancelled (7?) Taxes 
A former Cowley County, Kan- 
sas, citizen came up with a new 
twist on tax-dodging the other 
day. The adamant, unwavering, 
irate ex-resident, now making his 
home in Denver, simply wrote a 
letter to the Cowley tax collector, 


saying, “I .HEREBY CANCEL 
ALL TAXES DUE YOUR OF- 
FICE.” He explained that he 


would not pay taxes in a county 
where he was “denied a decent 
living” and that he would expect 
‘no more trash requesting pay- 
ment.” He closed his letter with 
the frank confession, perhaps in- 
tended as explanatory, “I owe 
some honest debts, too.” Such a 
plan of self-elimination for taxes, 
if successful, would revolutionize 
the whole tax system. 

Sheriff Robert Clester, who end- 
ed up with the problem, had dif- 
ferent ideas from those of the 
delinquent taxpayer. He -revealed 
that he planned to write the un- 
happy tax victim and advise him 
that he can find no law conferring 
the responsibility of nullifying his 
own tax bill to the taxed. “In 
other words,” said Sheriff Clester, 
‘he'll be asked again to ‘please 
remit’ until such a precedent can 
be established.”’ 

Not many Americans would be 
so foolish as to suppose their tax 
bite could be eliminated by self- 
decree. Yet millions of the same 
folk are trying to do exactly that 
very thing with their debt of sin. 
They are, in effect, simply tell- 
ing God, “I HEREBY CANCEL 
ALL PAYMENT FOR SIN DUE 
YOUR OFFICE!” But the matter 
is not so easily settled. Sin must 
be punished; every transgression 


and disobedience must receive a 
just recompence of reward (Heb. 
2:2). Sometimes various individ- 
uals are able to cheat “Uncle 
Sam” .out of the taxes due him, 
but no one can cheat Almighty 
God. 

There is only one way to cancel 
sin and that is through a just 


and adequate payment. Christ did 
exactly that for us on the cross 


and, when accepted by the guilty 


sinner, His work makes full and 


eternal atonement. However, if 
that payment is rejected “there 
remaineth no more sacrifice for 
sin,” only “a certain fearful look-

Mrs. Tom Watson, Korean 
Missionary, Now With the Lord 


TEAM Missionary Radio HLKX at Inchon, Korea, Broadcasts 
the Gospel Into China; Russia, Korea, Needs $40,000 for 
New “Katheryn Watson Memorial Building”

Beautiful, gifted, and consecra- 
ted Katheryn Watson has gone to 
be with the Lord. A desolate but 
dedicated husband and three love- 
ly children go on with the mis- 
sionary radio work which Tom 
Watson founded at Inchon, Korea, 
where four missionary families 
broadcast the Gospel in four lan- 
guages to millions behind ‘the 
bamboo curtain. 


It was at a Sword of the Lord 
Conference at Lake Louise, Toc- 
ena, Georgia, when we first met 
Tom and Katheryn Watson. 
Brother Watson owned the con- 
trolling interest and operated a 
radio station in Florida. But they 
felt led to give themselves to the 
mission field and did so. After a 
short period of special training at 
Wheaton College they were sent 
out to Korea by The Evangelical 
Alliance Mission. 


I visited the Watsons at Inchon 
where General MacArthur made 
the famous landing behind the 
lines of the North Koreans on the 
West Coast during the Korean 
War. In that mission compound 
already the energy, foresight, and 


the building of a number of fine 
brick buildings, the erection of a 
radio building and tower. We de- 
lighted to have part in the dedi- 
cation of that great missionary 
radio station. 

It was a joy to be in the home 
for a week. Mrs. Watson was such 
a lovely Christian, such a dedi- 


faith of the Watsons had led in’ 


cated wife and mother, such a 
warm and kindly hostess! 


In 1954 Mrs. Watson had been 
flown home for a cancer operation 
and was wonderfully restored to 
health. This editor joined in the 
prayers and joined in the praises 
for God’s deliverance. 

But early this summer there 
was a recurrence of cancer, this 
time in the lung, and she was 
flown home for treatment and 
eare. There was no operation or 
human remedy possible. On Oc- 
tober 30 she died in the Broward 
General Hospital in Ft. Lauder- 
dale at the age of 36. 

Brother Tom Watson wrote, 
“Katheryn had been -confined to 
bed at home for nearly three 
weeks due to dizziness and nausea 
when a sudden and decided turn 
for the worse indicated that the 
lung cancer which brought us 
home from Korea early in the 
summer had spread to the base of 
her brain. We took her to the 
hospital at noon on the 29th and 
notified our 15-year-old daugh- 
ter Anne at Hampden DuBose 
Academy, who flew home that 
night. Katheryn’s mother and fa- 
ther also were with us. Katheryn 
was in much pain from the back 
of her head and neck most of the 
day on the 30th, but at five in 
the afternoon she responded to 
the children when they kissed her 
before going out for supper with 
their grandfather. After that I sat

Those who are wise in the eyes 
of God emphasize the spiritual; 
the foolish ,the carnal. The wise 
emphasize the eternal while the 
foolish live only for the temporal. 


_ The wise man gives pre-eminence 


to the soul; the foolish gives the 
emphasis.to the body. The wise 
gives emphasis’ to the unseen 
while the foolish lives only for 
that which he can see. The wise 
lives for the world to come while 
the foolish follows the philosophy, 
“Eat, drink, and be merry,” and 
lives only for the world of today. 
To put the matter into simple 
language, easy to be understood 
by all, God’s Book—the Bible— 
teaches that the man or woman 
who gets saved from sin is acting 
the part of wisdom. The man, 
however, who procrastinates. and 
takes lightly the matter of his 
soul’s destiny is playing the part 
of a fool. 

Solomon, who was perhaps the 
wisest man who ever lived, said, 
“A prudent [wise] man foreseeth 
the evil and hideth himself: but 
the simple [foolish] pass on; and 
are punished” (Prov. 22:3). Any 
thinking man or Woman who looks 


ahead sees at least three, great 


deaf 


evils from which he needs de- 
liverance: a Christless grave, a 
throne of. Judgment, and a lake 
of eternal fire! “Arid as it-is ap- 
pointed unto men once to die, but 
after this the judgment” (Heb. 
9:27). “And whosoever was not 
found written in the book of life 
was cast into the lake of fire” 
(Rev. 20:15). 

What a solemn statement, what 
a sober warning is the statement 
from the Divine Record, 
the simple pass on, and are pun- 
ished.” They are blind to.reason, 
to warning, doomed to 
shame! “They pass on, and are 
punished.” 


I. They Pass on in Spite of 
Repeated Warnings 
We are commanded to warn the 
lost of the penalty of sin, the day 
of judgment, and the wrath of 
God 


“When I say unto the wicked, 
O wicked man, thou shalt surely 
if thou dost not speak to 
warn the wicked from his way, 
that wicked man shall die in his 
iniquity; but his blood will I re- 
quire at thine hand”—Ezek. 33:8. 
Those who die in their sins do 
not go to Hell without warning. 
Wicked Pharaoh was not without 
warning for God said to him, 
“How long wilt thou refuse to 
humble thyself before me?” 
(Exod. 10:3). Pleasure-mad Bel- 
shazzar was not without warning 
for he had seen how God had 
humbled proud Nebuchadnezzar, 
his . grandfather. Before God 
weighed Belshazzar in the divine 
balances and found him wanting, 
he had been warned by the 
preaching and prophecy and godly 
life of the prophet Daniel. 
Pilate, the  fence-straddling, 
pussy-footing politician, did not 
go to Hell without warning for 
his wife sent him a most timely 
note which read, “Have thou noth- 
ing to do with this just man: for 
I have suffered many things this 
day in a dream because of him” 
(Matt. 27:19). As Pilate stood at 
the crossroads of all eternity, as 
he was about’ to decide between 
Christ and a murderer, Heaven 
or-Hell, the solemn warning came; 
but it went unheeded and Pilate 
is in Hell this very hour. 
The rich fool. was not without 
warning because, doubtlessly, he 
had heard of the parables, ser- 


mons, and miracles of Jesus; but 


engrossed in his wealth and blind 
to his needs, he died without hope 
as God said, “. . . this night thy} 
soul shall be required Of thee: 
then whose ‘shall those things be, 
which thou hast provided?” (Luke 
12:20). 

In twenty-four years of preach- 
ing and witnessing, I have seen 
many pass on over the warnings 
of God and lose their souls. I re- 
cently visited a most broken- 
hearted man in the hospital. His 
young wife and two little children 
had been burned to death in their 
home. He was frightfully burned 
trying to effect a rescue. He was 
so pitifully burned he could not 
even attend their funeral. As I 
sat at his bedside, he said, “I 
used to come to hear you preach; 
I am lost and I have no one to 
blame but myself.” Some of our 
workers had pled with his wife to 
be saved less than a week before 


she and her two babies were 


burned to death. She was not 
without warning! 

A fifty-four-year-eld woman re- 
cently killed suddenly by a car in 
my city. was repeatedly witnessed 
to and prayed with by several god- 
ly people of my acquaintance. She 
passed on over God's Solemn warn- 
ing and lost her soul. “A prudent 
man foreseeth the evil, and hideth 
himself: but the simple pass on, 
and are punished.” 


II, They Pass on Over the 
Wooing of the Spirit 


It is plainly taught in the Scrip- 
tures that the Holy Spirit of God 
speaks to the hearts of men. Just 
as “the Spirit of God moved upon 
the face of the waters” (Gen, 1:2) 
in transforming, recreativé power, 
so He moves upon the lives of men 
to bring them to Christ. Jesus 
clearly taught that the Holy Spirit 
would come to convict men of sin. 


“Nevertheless I .tell you the 
truth; It is expedient for you that 
I go away: for if I go not away, 
the Comforter will not come unto 
you; but if I depart, I will send 
him unto you. And when he is 
come, he will reprove the world 
of sin, and of righteousness, and 
of yadgment: Of sin, because they 
believe not on me; Of righteous- 
ness, because. I go to my Father, 
and ye see me no more; Of judg- 
ment, because the prince of this 
world is judged”—John 16:7-11. 

He is in the world to reprove 
and convict the unsaved. His con- 
victing work is not to be trifled 
with, not to be ignored because 
God says, “My spirit shall not al- 
ways strive with men” (Gen. 6:3). 
The sweet, wonderful work of the 
Holy Spirit can be spurned, ig- 
nored, rejected and denied. In 
fact, the Bible seems to clearly 
teach that it is possible to so 
oppose His work that He will go 
away never to speak to that heart 
again. Jesus spoke of a most 
weighty matter when He warned 
against the blasphemy against the 
Holy Spirit or speaking against 
Him. 

“Wherefore I say unto you, All 
manner of sin and blasphemy shall 
be forgiven unto men: but the 
blasphemy against the Holy Ghost 
shall not be forgiven unto men. 
And whosoever speaketh a word 
against the Son of man, it shall 
be forgiven him: but whosoever 
speaketh against the Holy Ghost, 
it shall not be forgiven him, nei- 
ther in this world, meither in the 
world to come’—Matt. 12:31, 32. 

I think that it is possible for 
many to cross God’s divine dead- 
line. Remember that this is the 
age of the Holy Spirit, from the 
Day of. Pentecost- until the com- 
ing of Christ. In a dispensation 
where God’s Word gives great em- 
phasis to the Holy Spirit, it is 
reasonable to believe that He 
deals with many and Many can 
sin against Him. 

Recently a lady came forward 
with others and accepted Christ 
as her personal Saviour and was 
gloriouslv transformed by the 
nower of the Holy Spirit. After 
the service was over and tears of 
jov were still on her face; she 
said, “Brother Tom, I would like 
to ask you a question. I heard 
vou tell today how God had laid 
all of mv sin upon Jesus and-that 
Jesus had completely satisfied the 
justice of God for me. When the 
invitation was being sung, I had 
such a strange experience: I felt 
as. if ‘something’ was literallv pull- 
ing me to leave my seat and come 
to publicly accept Christ. Now

what I want to know,” she said, 
“is this—what was that strange 
power pulling at me?” 

I said to her, “Lady, it was 
not ‘something’; it was ‘Some- 
one.’ It was the Holy Spirit of 
God!” 

How true this is; He speaks to 
men; He mourns over them and 
broods over them; He brings pres- 
sure to bear to get them saved. 
Oh, the folly of resisting His con- 
viction. 

You may say, “Preacher, I’lk 
never go that far. I'll never turn 
Him away forever.” Remember, 
however, the crossing of God's 
deadline may be a gradual proc- 
ess, and you may be in the midst 
of that process. It seems to me 
that there may be about five 
steps which could lead one across 
the deadline and too far down the 
stream of unbelief to ever turn 
back. These five steps are: 

1. Resisting the strivings of the 
Holy Spirit.-“My spirit shall not 
always strive with man” (Gen. 
6:3). 

2. Refusing to humble yourself 
béfore God. “How long wilt thou 


refuse to mble thyself before 
me?” (Expd. \10:3). 
3° Refusing No be drawn to 


Christ. “No man can come to me, 
except the Father which hath sent 
me draw him” (John 6:44). 

4. Neglecting God’s salvation. 
“How shall we escape if we neg- 
lect so great salvation?” (Heb. 
2:3). 

>. Hardening your heart against 
the voice of God. “Wherefore (as 
the Holy Ghost said, To day~if 
ye will hear his voice, Harden not 
your hearts, as in the provocation 
..” (Heb. 3:7, 8). 

Some years ago I was speaking 
one morning on the radio on the 
subject of resisting the Holy Spirit 
and going on in sin until the pa- 
tience of God wore out. I left 
the studio and drove to my of- 
fice. Just as I drove up in front 
of the office, an old man drove 
up also and stopped his car. His 
hair was as white as snow; he 
had already lived his threescore 
years and ten. When he rolled 
down the window, I could see the 
tears course. down his wrinkled 
face. He said to me, “Preacher, 
I just finished listening to you, 
and my heart is gripped with the 
awful fear that I might have gone 
too far. Can you tell me, is there 
any hope for an old sinner like 
me? Have I waited too long?” 

I said to him, “My friend, your 
broken heart, your tear-stained 
face, your anxious inquiry tells 
me that you have not gone too far 
and that you can be saved.” 

He was saved and lived a few 
more years. He read the Bible and 
prayed and witnessed to others. 
He died and went to Heaven. If 
you feel that God is speaking to 
you today, thank God for it, make 
the most of it. For the sake of 
your soul, do not resist the voice 
of the Holy Spirit; yield to His 
pressure even now and by faith 
accept Christ as your Saviour and 
Friend.

Ill. They Pass on Over the 
Weeping of God’s People 
Once when David was in hiding 
from Saul and was in great dis- 
tress and frustration, he said, “I 
looked on my right hand, and 
beheld, but there was no man 
that” would know me: refuge 
failed me; no man cared for my 
soul” (Ps. 142:4). David actually 
felt that no one cared for his soul, 
but really such was not the case. 
Jonathan loved him dearly and 
risked his life for him. He could 
not actually be correct in saying 
no one cared for his soul. It is 
very doubtful that you could say 


no one cares for your soul, Some- 


one loves you today and prays 
for you and weeps over your lost 
condition. 


Moses was greatly distressed 
over the sins of his people. They 
had sinned grievously in breaking 
God’s law and worshipping the 
false god. So have you sinned as 
the Bible teaches in many places 
“As it is written, There is none 
righteous, no, not one” (Rom. 
3:10). “For all have sinned, and 
come short of the glory of God” 
(Rom. 3:23). Moses prayed, “Yet 
now, if thou wilt forgive their sin 
; and if not, blot me, I pray 
thee, out of thy book which thou 
hast written” (Exod. 32:32). So 
you see, not one Israelite could 
ever say, “No man cares for my 
soul or prays for me.” 


The Apostle Paul prayed for 
his lost relatives and friends. 


“I say the truth in Christ, I lie 
not, my conscience also bearing 
me witness in the Holy Ghost. 
That I have great heaviness and 
continual sorrow in my heart. For 
I could wish that myself were 
accursed from Christ for my 
brethren, my kinsmen according 
to the flesh”—Rom. 9:1-3. 

“Brethren, my heart’s 
and prayer to God for 
that they might be 
10:1. 


I have seen hundreds of Chris- 
tians weep over their lost loved 
ones. I have heard the father in a 
family sob from a broken heart, 
“OQ God, save my son.” I have 
heard gray-haired mothers pray 
for their children until my own 
heart was melted. How often I 
have heard wives weep aloud and 
pray for their husbands to be 
saved. 

Some time ago while I was con- 
ducting a revival campaign, a fine 
young man about eighteen years

Son. If there come any unto you, 
and bring not this doctrine, re- 
ceive him not into your house, 
neither bid him God speed: For 
he that biddeth him God speed 
is partaker of his evil deeds.” 

Now the subject today is too 
broad to be covered completely 
in those verses alone. But I speak 
on Bible co-operation among 
Christians and the Bible limits on 
that co-operation. 


. 7" 
Born-Again Bible-Believing 
Christians Should Co-oper- 
ate When Possible 


The fellowship center for Chris- 
tians is Jesus Christ and the Bi- 
ble, that is, the doctrine of Christ. 
Doctrine comes from some es- 
tablished, inspired teachings of the 
Bible. But the doctrine in ques- 
tion is not on baptism, not on the 
organization of a church, not en 
some detail of prophecy, but the 
doctrine of Christ—who Jesus is, 
whose Son is He. Is He the sin- 
less, blameless Lamb of God? Did 
He die for our sins? Did He rise 
from the dead? The Person and 
work of Christ and that as taught 
in the Bible, is the great center 
for Christian union and fellow- 
ship. 

Brotherly love and co-operation 
are plainly commanded. Here this 
Seripture says by the psalmist, 
“IT am a companion [that is, I 
keep company] of all them that 
fear thee, and of them that keep 
thy percepts.” 

It is right to work with other 
Christians, right to love all the 
people of God. It is right to call 
“brother” those who are truly 
brothers. Because one fights sin 
does not mean that he ought not 
to love good people. Don’t think 
there is a special virtue in being 
“against” more than there is in 
being “for.” We ought to be for 
the right and against the wrong. 
We ought to be for Bible-believ- 
ing Christians who win souls; we 
ought to be against those who are 
not Christians and those who are 
against the Bible. One balances 
the other. 

Notice now that we are not 
talking about organic union. There 
is a favorite saying of modernists. 
They say the scandal. of so many 
denominations. They are crazy. 
They've got a hole in the head. 
Nobody is home upstairs. They 
have bats in the belfry, rooms 
to let in the upper story, unfur- 
nished. No, the Bible does not say 
it would be wonderful if we all 
get in one big worldly church. 
Nothing like that is taught in the 
Bible. But they say the Lord Je- 
sus prayed that we might be one. 
But He didn’t say that we would’ 
be in one big super-catholic 
church. That is not what God is 
talking about. He is not talking 
about an organic unity. The whole 
business of a big man-made de- 
nomination is utterly unknown in 
the New Testament. Nothing. like 
that at all. 

Down south years ago Dr. J. B. 
Gambrell,'a very wise, good man, 
said, “God wants unity, but not 
necessarily union with everybody’ 
He said, “You can tie two cats’ 
tails together and hang them over 
a clothesline and you have union, 
but you lack a good deal of having 
unity.” The Bible does not say 
we all ought to get in one big 
super-church, No, no. Not organic 
union, but a loving understanding 
and loving fellowship and loving 
co-operation with people who are 
of like mind about Christ and the 
Bible and soul winning is proper. 


Minor Differences Should Not 
Prevent Co-operation of 
Brotherly Christians 


“T am a companion of all them 
that fear thee, and of them that 
keep thy precepts ”—_that 
fellowship among Christians is not 
to be broken by minor differences 
in doctrine and in methods. 

Romans 14:1 says, “Him that is 
weak in the faith receive ye, but 
not to doubtful disputations.” 
Note the Lord is talking about 
him that is in the faith. The faith. 
Now faith may mean trust in God, 
but the faith in the Bible gener- 
ally means the .certain great es- 
sentials of doctrine: The faith. 
And so we should receive a man 
if he is in the faith but weak on 
details, “but not to doubtful’ dis- 
paptations.” a 

Somebody says, “Here is a fel- 
low wrong on baptism.” Well, that 


is too bad. Bring him around and 


will help straighten him out. 


But meantime, is he born again? 


‘Does he believe_the Bible?. Does 


he love Jesus Christ? If he does, 
then he is a brother and you are 
to receive him. 

You say, “This person talks in 
tongues.” Well, personally I prefer 
the English tongue! But a man 


who talks in tongues—is he 
saved? Yes, Does he believe the 
Bible? Yes. Does he love the 


Lord? Yes. Is he right on all the 
essentials about Christ and the 
Bible? If so, I can have fellow- 
ship with him, provided he does 
not make doubtful disputations, 


Here is a postmillennialist. Shall 
we let him co-operate ina revival 
campaign? Now a man can be 
saved, yet be a postmillennialist. 
He is wrong, of course, but would 
you let this saved postmillennial- 
ist come in a revival campaign? 
Yes, if he makes no divisive issue 
of his postmillennialism. 


You say, “This man is an Ar- 
minian.” Well, he is wrong if he 
believes Jesus saves you part of 
the way and you save yourself 
the rest of the way; He saves 
you the first second, then the rest 
of the sixty years you have got 
to keep yourself saved. That is 
wrong. I don’t agree with him at 
all, but he can still-be a good 
Christian. Many of the best Chris- 
tians are not very clear on some 
minor matters of doctrine. But for 
Jesus—yes sir! For Christ, for the 
Bible, the virgin birth, blood 
atonement, deity, the bodily resur- 
rection—yes sir! Now if he makes 
no divisive issue and strife, let him 
in, let him co-operate, seek his 
fellowship. 


Here is a preacher who believes 
in sprinkling. But is he saved? Is 
he for Christ? For the Bible? The 
important thing is, Is a man for 
Christ and the Bible? If he is 
and he makes no divisive issues 
and strife, then fellowship with 
him. So the Scripture teaches. 

That means I can fellowship 
with some who fellowship with 
some they ought not fellowship 
with. 

Would you fellowship with a 
man in the Southern Baptist Con- 
vention? Suppose he supports the 
Convention program. (Because of 
long experience with my Southern 
Baptist people and because I was 
trained in Southern’ Baptist 
schools, pastored Southern Baptist 
churches, I use them as an ex- 
ample.) Could you fellowship with 
such a man in a revival cam- 
paign, if he is for Christ and 
the. Bible, if he is right on the 
virgin birth, the bodily resurrec- 
tion, blood atonement? Is _ he 
standing up for the Bible? Yes. 
I am sorry that he supports some 
things he ought not support. Per- 
haps he does not know as. much 
as I do about it. In any case, if 
he makes no divisive issue over 
that co-operation, I would say go 
along with him, Let him come in 
the. revival and help. 

Again you ask, “Dr. Rice, could 
you fellowship with a man who 
stays in, we will say, the Southern 
Baptist Convention?” Again I 
mention that group since I am 
familiar with the work of my 
Southern Baptist Convention 
friends. Now no man should ever 
stay anywhere where he has to 
¢o against convictions to stay in. 
No man should stay in anywhere 
when he has to compromise what 
he thinks is right. But if a man 
can preach the whole truth, can 
support only what he ought to 
support, can oppose anything he 
ought to oppose.and maintain his 
place as a called preacher of God, 
subject to Christ; if he can keep 
the church as it ought to be—an 
independent church according to 
Christ and the Bible, and stand- 
ing true—yes. If he has fellow- 
ship in the Convention and if he 
supports only those things he feels 
certain will please God, he might 
stay in. But if it becomes a mat- 
ter of strife and he cannot stay 
in without some compromise or 
division and strife, then by all 
means he should come out. I am 
saying that Christ and the Bible 
are the center. e 

Now then, would you go along 
with people you differ with? Yes, 
if the difference is on. minor 
things, but not on whether the 
Bible «is -true, 
Christ is born of @ virgin, not on 
whether the blood of Jesus paid 
for sins,

We Are Not to Fellowship 


‘Christians Continuing in 
Gross Sin or Who Strive 
and Divide About 
Lesser Matters 


I mention two restrictions here. 
We are not to fellowship with 
Christians who live like they are 
not Christians, I can only read 
the Scripture without much time 
to discuss it, but in I Corinthians, 
chapter 5, Paul says there a man 
is living in sin with his step- 
mother. He has brought disgrace 
and you have taken up for him. 
Now he said, “In the name of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, when ,ye are 
gathered together, and my ‘spirit, 
with the power of our Lord Je- 
sus Christ, To deliver such an one 


‘unto Satan for the destruction 


of the flesh, that the spirit may 
be saved.” He said, “Purge out 
therefore the old leaven, that ye 
may be a new lump.” Then down 
ihn verse 13, ‘“‘Therefore ‘put away 
from among yourselves that wick- 
ed person.” A Christian? Yes. It 
turns out he was a- Christian. 
In the next book of Corinthians 
Paul said, “Now receive him. He 
is sO penitent, has wept so much. 
Don’t be overmuch hard. Receive 
him. Now he is sorry and has 
cleaned up.” But do not fellewship 
with a man living in open gross 
Sin that brings disgrace on the 
cause of Christ. I have no more 
time to discuss that, but that is 
one limitation on fellowship. 


Another limitation is Romans 
14:1, “Him that is weak in the 
faith receive ye, but not to doubt- 
ful disputations.” Listen, you are 
not to run with anybody if it 
means quarreling and strife and 
division and hair-pulling and hell- 
raising. You say, “God bless you, 
but go your way, I will go mine.” 
If there is going to be strife, 
no real unity and no real heart- 
felt joy and results for God, all 
right then, we cannot soOmetimes 
ce-operate with Christians who 
make strife over minor issues. 
They are weak in the faith and 
they make an insistent -division 
over it. 


A Great Gulf Makes True 
Christian Fellowship Im- 
possible With Uncon- 
verted People 


But we are not to have fellow- 
ship with uhconverted people. We 
may love unconverted people, but 
they are not Christians. We may 
love unconverted people, but we 
are.not equal with them. That is 
so clearly taught in II Corinth- 
ians, chapter 6, and verses 14-18: 
“Be ye not unequally yoked to- 
gether with unbelievers: for what 
fellowship hath righteousness with 
unrighteousness? and what com- 
munion hath light with darkness? 
And what concord hath Christ 
with Belial? or what part ‘hath 
he that believeth with an infidel? 
And what agreement hath the 
temple of God with idols? for ye 
are the temple of the living God; 
as God hath said, I will dwell in 
them, and walk in them; and 
I will be their God, and they shall 


be my people. Wherefore come: 


out from among them, and be ye 
separate, saith the Lord, and 
touch not the unclean thing [the 
word thing is in italies which 
means it is not really in the Greek 


‘text here. It is not things God is 


talking about, but touch not the 
unclean person, people, but come 
out and be separate!|; and I will 
receive you, And will be a Father 
unto you, and ye shall be my 
sons and daughters, saith the Lord 
Almighty.” 

We are not to have Christian 


fellowship with people who are}| 


not Christians. Now how far does 
that go? Well, we ought not have 


them in the church as Christians. |’ 
‘Can I buy groceries from an un- | 


saved man? Yes. On the grocery 
business you and he may be equal. 
But with any relation to God, 


Heaven, Hell, the Gospel, and Bi- | 


ble, you have no heart unity. They 
are not the same. 

Could a lawyer be a member 
of a bar association with uncon- 
verted lawyers?

saying, “They will reverence my 
Son,” or as another Gospel puts 
it, “It may be they will reverence 
Him when they see Him.” But 
alas when He came full of grace 
and truth they had neither eyes 
to see, ears to hear, nor hearts 
to understand, but they cried, 
“This is the heir; come, let us 
kill Him and let us seize on His 
inheritance.” And so they caught 
Him and cast Him out of the vine- 
yard and slew Him. It was a 
forecast of the treatment they 
were about to accord to God’s be- 
loved Son, but those to whom our 


_ Saviour was speaking did not for 


the moment recognize Him as the 
heir who was rejected, and so 
when the Lord put the straight 
question to them, “When the 
master of the vineyard cometh, 
what will he do with those hus- 
bandmen?”’ they condemned 
themselves, though they realized 
it not, as they answered, “He will 
miserably destroy those wicked 
men, and will let out his vineyard 


' to other husbandmen which will 


render him the fruits in their 
season.” 


Then with crushing force Jesus 
turned to their own Scriptures 
and from three different Old 
Testament portions He brought 
out to them their own sin and 
doom, until at last we read that 
they perceived that He spake of 
them, and they would have laid 
hands on Him on the spot but they 
feared the people who took Him 
for a prophet. They did not rest, 
however, until they saw Him 
nailed to a Roman cross, thus ful- 
filling their own part in the par- 
able. 


The Rejected Stone Becomes 
the Head Cornerstone 
In the 42nd verse our Lord 
quotes from Psalm 118:22, 23. This 
Psalm is one of those commonly 
designated “Orphan Psalms” in 


that it has no heading telling us 
who the human author might be. 
It is not necessary to suppose that 
it was written by David nor dur- 
ing his lifetime. It is the last of 
the little Hall-E], or, as it is some- 
times called, the Egyptian Hall-El, 
which was sung at the celebration 
of the Passover, and in all likeli- 
hood was on the lips of our Lord 
and His apostles after the institu- 
tion of our Lord’s Supper, when 
as we read, “They sang a hymn 
and went out.” The Psalms were 
not assembled in their present or- 
der and number until a much later 
period than that of David, for we 
know there are some Post-Exilic 
Psalms included, particularly 
among the Psalms of Degrees, be- 
ginning with Psalm 120. Accord- 
ing to Jewish tradition, Psalm 118 
was written about the time of the 
completion of Solomon’s temple 
and may even have been sung at 
its dedication. 


There is a very striking and 
beautiful story linked with these 
verses quoted by our Lord. It is 
said that they have reference to 
something that occurred during 
the building of the temple. It will 
be remembered that Solomon was 
seven years,in constructing this 
glorious sanctuary, and that he 
had many thousands of workmen 
who labored six months at a time 
and then were superseded by oth- 
ers, consequently very few who 
were in the early relays were en- 
gaged upon the building when it 
was about to be completed. From 
the book of Kings we learn that 
the stones for the temple were all 
hewn and cut to order in the quar- 
ry before being sent up to the 
great platform on the top of Mt. 
Moriah where the temple stood. 
There was no tool or hammer used 
in the building and the great 
structure went up in silence. In 
this it marvelously pictured God’s 
present temple, builded. of living 
stones, quarried out from the pits

But Mr. Mocking-bird appeared 
not to notice the cold reception, 
and pleasantly invited Mr. Buz- 
zard to corfie to church anyway.

Mr. Mocking-bird for good, but 
he had an answer ready. “For my- 


' gelf,” he said, “I’m going to choose 


the front door. I know it is open, 
and I’m not sure about the oth- 
ers.” 

With that he moved on-down 
the street to the home of Mr. 
Duck and again gave his friendly 
invitation. And what do you sup- 
pose Mr. Duck said?

The Jews say that these stones 
were practically all of the same 
size and shape but that one stone 
was sent up which was so different 
from the rest that they were at a 
loss what to do with it. It did not 
seem to fit anywhere. After con- 
sultation they decided a mistake 
had been made, and so they placed 
it upon rollers and pushed it over 
to the edge of Mt. Moriah and 
tumbled it down into the vale be- 
low. 


But as the time went on the 
temple was nearing completion 
and the day drew near for the 
placing of the chief cornerstone. 
There was nothing suitable on the 
platform. Word was sent down to 
the quarrymen to send up this 
cornerstone, as they were now 
ready for it, but the answer came 
back, “We sent it to you long ago; 
you must have it upon the temple 
site,” 

But a thorough search failed to 
reveal it. Then an old workman 
said, “I remember now there was 
a stone sent up when we first be- 
gan to build, but we saw no place 
for it and we hurled it down into 
the abyss. Go down below and you 
will find it.” 


And so they sent a searching 
party and eventually discovered 
it almost covered up with debris 
and overgrown with moss. They 
raised it with great effort to the 
platform above and found it fitted 
exactly in the place prepared for 
it. Thus the rejected stone became 
the head of the corner. 


Christ Himself Is the Smiting 
Stone Who Will Destroy 
His Enemies 
Now our Lord applies all this 
to Himself. He came unto His own 
but His own received Him not. 
They did not realize who He was, 
and so they fulfilled their own 
Scriptures in rejecting Him. The 
apostle solemnly charged them 
after the day of Pentecost con- 
cerning this, saying: “Him, being 
delivered by the determinate coun- 
sel and: foreknowledge of God, ye 
have taken and by wicked hands 

have crucified and slain.” 

But, he adds, “God raised Him 
fram the dead.” And in I Peter 
2:4 we read,’ “To whom coming 
as unto a living stone, disallowed 
indeed of men, but chosen of God 
and precious.” This is indeed the 
Lord’s doing and it is marvelous 
in our eyes. 

I think it is most striking the 
way the 24th verse of Psalm 118 
comes in here, “This is the day 
which the Lord hath made; we will 
rejoice and be glad in it.” It is the 
resurrection day, the day our Sav- 
iour triumphed over death, the day 
when the rejected stone became 
the head of the corner that the 
Psalmist had in view. Surely this 
is indeed the Lord’s Day referred 
to in Revelation 1, and is not, as 
some have supposed, that John 
was caught away in the Spirit un- 
to the Day of the Lord—a sup- 
position which only does violence 
to the context and which would 
tend to rob the Christian of the 
preciousness and the privileges of 
the first day of the week, the me- 
morial of the resurrection. 

In Matthew 21:44 our Lord re- 
fers to two other Old Testament 
passages which speak of this stone 
and applies both to Himself. In 
Isaiah 8:14, 15, we read, “And He 
shall be for a sanctuary; but for a 
stone of Stumbling and for a rock 
of offence to both the houses of 
Israel, for a gin and for a snare 
to the inhabitants of Jerusalem. 
And many. among them shall 
stumble, and fall, and be broken, 
and be snared, and be taken.” And 
so He says, “Whosoever shall fall 
on this stone shall be broken.” 

He is speaking prophetically of 
Israel. To them He was a. stumb- 
ling-stone and a rock of offence, 
and they stumbled over Him and 
were broken to pieces. He was 
not at all a Messiah to their 
tastes. They looked for a mighty 
warrior, a worldly king who would 
triumph by human methods, back- 
ed by divine power, over all their 
adversaries. But in place of a 
<ieetagn world conqueror,

ly puts it. They could not see in 
the Babe of Bethlehem the mighty 
avenger of Israel, long before de- 
picted in Isaiah’s fervid phrases 
and set forth similarly by other 
prophets. 


And so they gave Him into the 
hands of the Gentiles and cried, 
“Away with him; crucify him, 
crucify him.” When Pilate asked, 
“Shall I crucify your king?” they 
sealed their own doom when they 
exclaimed, “We have no king 
but Caesar,” and then a fearful 
malediction invoked His blood up- 
on themselves and their children. 
And so in accordance’ with 
Daniel’s prophécy, Messiah was 
cut off and had nothing. 

But in cutting Him off they cut 
themselves off and the ancient 
prediction of Moses was fulfilled, 
their city and temple destroyed, 
millions slain, and the rest scat- 
tered among all the nations of 
the world. Ask a Jew, “What is 
the greatest sin your nation can 
possibly commit?” he will tell you, 
if he is an orthodox Jew, “It is the 
sin of idolatry. Because of this sin, 
God drove our fathers from our 
land and gave them into the power 
of the Gentiles for seventy years, 
and only permitted them to return 
to Palestine when the demon of 
idolatry had been cast out.” 

But the Jewish nation has never 
been idolatrous since the return 
from Babylon. Why are they not 
in their land today? What sin did 
they commit 1900 years ago be- 
cause of which they have been 
wanderers among the Gentiles for 
nearly two millenniums? It was 
the rejection of Christ. He was 
the stone of salvation, but they 
stumbled over Him, and they have 
been broken to pieces. 


Christ Will Come As a Smit- 
ing Stone to Destroy His 
Enemies at His 
Second Coming 


But our Lord adds, “On whoso- 
ever it shall fall it will grind him 
to powder.” Now the reference is 
clearly the smiting stone of Dan- 
ie] 2, the stone that will fall from 
Heaven upon the feet of the im- 
age of Gentile power, and will 
destroy all the kingdoms of the 
nations, which will be superseded 
by the kingdom of God filling the 
whole earth. Observe when our 
Lord came the first time He was 
the stumbling-stone, not the stone 
falling from Heaven. It is to His 
second coming the latter passage 
refers. After the Gentile domin- 
ions have run their course, He 
will come in the days of the last 
great world confederacy and will 
set up a kingdom never to be de- 
stroyed. 

In the image seen by Nebuchad- 
nezzar in the night watches, and 
also by the prophet Daniel, the 
head of gold is shown to repre- 
sent Babylon; the breast and arms 
of silver set forth the Medo-Per- 
sian dominion which destroyed the 
Babylonians; the body and thighs 
pictured the Graeco-Macedonian 
Empire which overturned’ the 
Persian; the legs of iron represent 
the Roman Empire under which 
our Lord was born as the virgin’s 
son. Under this Empire He was 
crucified. It continued 
ence for some hundreds of years 
after His resurrection until de- 
stroyed by the barbarians in the 
4th and 5th centuries of our era, 


and wandering among the Gen- 
tiles will be ended and the king- 
'dom established, given to a nation 


in exist- | 


but this leaves the feet of the 
image yet to appear. The feet 
were composed of iron and clay; 
they represent the last stage of 
Gentile government, the iron of 
imperialism mixed with the miry 
clay, or brittle pottery, of social 
democracy. 


We see this condition prevail- 
ing at the present time, but still 
the stone has not fallen from 
Heaven. The ten toes represent 
ten kings or dominions which are 
to appear in the last days and will 
form a great confederacy, all 
springing out of the old Roman 
Empire. When this confederacy is 
actually formed the people who 
are then living on the earth may 
know that the day of the smiting 
stone is at hand, for Daniel says, 
“In the days of those kings shall 
the God of heaven set up a king- 
dom which shall never be de- 
stroyed.” It is then that our Lord 
will be revealed from Heaven in 
flaming fire, taking vengeance on 
them that know not God and that 
obey not the gospel. It is then 
that the ungodly nations will 
prove how true were the words of 
our Lord, “On whomsoever it shall 
fal] it will grind him to powder.” 


Ere that time comes He has 
made provision -to snatch away 
His church from the impending 
wrath. He will descend from 


Heaven with a shout, we are told, 
“with the voice of the archangel, 
and the trump of God; and the 
dead in Christ shall rise first; 
then -we which are alive and re- 
main shall be caught up togeth- 
er with them in the clouds, to 


meet the Lord in the air, and so 
shall we be forever with the 
Lord.” When the stone falls from 


Heaven His saints will shine forth 
in the same glory with Himself, 
He will come with all His holy 
ones to execute judgment on all 
ungodliness and will establish the 
long predicted Messianic kingdom. 
Then Israel will look upon Him 
whom they have pierced, and will 
mourn for Him as one mourneth 
for his only son, and as one who 
is in bitterness for his firstborn. 
Then a nation shall be born in 
a day, and long years of travel 


bringing forth the fruits thereof 
regenerated Israel.

ber of a Parent-Teacher Associa- 
tion with some other parents who 
are not saved? Yes. On the matter 
of public schools, you both have 
children in the same school, you 
both try to improve the teaching 
and try to help the schools, You 
are for citizenship. On that basis 
you have an equality, you have 
things in common, and you can 
work together. But to call a man 
Christian’ who is not, and have 
spiritual fellowship and let him 
influence you in spiritual matters 
or let him help control your moral 
and spiritual values, that would 
be a sin. That is forbidden. To 


an yoke up with unbelievers is wrong. 


You say a yoke. That is not a 
yoke when I buy groceries from 
a fellow and pay him cash, No 
spiritual relationship is involved. 
He cannot tell me how to raise 
my children, where to go to 
church, whether I should pray, 
whether I believe the Bible or 
not. 

I am just saying that on some 
secular matters Christians can go 
alessz. We can’t get out of this 
wonkd. We ride on the same bus- 
ses, the same trains afid planes; 
we-@6 to the Same schools some- 
firmes. But on spiritual matters 
we are not to tie Christians apd 
Jost people together. 

The Bible so clearly shows the 
great gulf between saved and lost. 
One is the ‘temple of God, the 
other the temple of Satan, or an 
idol. Light ahd darkness are not 
the same. It is foolish to suppose 
that a man with a new heart and 
a man with the old devil-possessed 
heart can be alike. They are not 
alike. If they pretend they are, 
then somebody is deceitful and 
wicked. It is always wrong to 
pretend there is no difference be- 
tween God and the Devil, be- 
tween Heaven and Hell, between 
believers and infidels. There is a 
vast gulf of difference, and we 
should never pretend that it 
doesn’t matter. 

Then that ‘means that a man 
who is not saved is not to be re- 
ceived in the church. An unsaved 
man shouldn't be in a pastors’ as- 
sociation. If he is going to join, I 
can't. 

An Irishman one time got on 
a horse. It was a very hot day. 
The flies were bad. (You city 
slickers don’t know, you younger 
generation, you hot-rod genera- 
tion don’t understand = about 
horses.) Pat got on the horse and 
the horse stomped the flies and 
stomped the flies until the horse 
got one hind foot in the stirrup 
of the saddle. “Well,” said Pat, 
“If you are gomeg to get on, I am 
going to get off!” So he got off. 

So if a church is going to put 
in a modernist preacher, then I 
am going to get out. If a minis- 


terial association is going to have 


the Jewish rabbi, or the Chris- 
tian Science reader, or Jehovah's 
Witness teacher, or anybody else 
who is obviously, apenly uncon- 
verted, I have no reason to stay 
in. It would be a sin to do so. We 
are not to yoke up with unsaved. 


Modernists, Those Who Are 
Wrong on the Doctrine Con- 
cerning Christ in the Bible, 
Are Unsaved 

Now there comes another im- 
portant part, and you listen care- 
fully now. Modernists are unsaved 
people. Liberals in the true sense 
are unsaved people. Some who are 
friendly to modernists are saved. 
Some who are friendly to liberals 
are saved. But a true modernist, 
one who does not believe the Bi- 
ble is true, who does not believe 
that Jesus was born of a virgin, 
who does not believe that Jesus 
is God, one who does not believe 
that Jesus rose from the dead, 
one who does not believe that 
the blood of Jesus Christ is the 
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only hope to pay for sin, is not 
saved. 

Read again II John, verses 7 
to 11, “For many deceivers are 
entered into the world, who con- 
fess not that Jesus Christ is come 
in the flesh.” Notice the double 
name—Jesus Christ. We are ac- 
customed to hearing that togeth- 
er. But up until Jesus came, it 
was never “Jesus Christ,” but al- 
ways “the Christ.” The word is 
taken from the second Psalm 
where the word in English is 
“anointed,” in the Hebrew it is 
“Messiah.” In the Greek it is 
Christos or Christ. 


Now there are people who say, 
“Well, I don’t agree that Jesus, 
the child born in Bethlehem, and 
the Christ of the Old Testament 
are the same person.” They be- 
lieve there is a historical Jesus. 
They do not believe that He is 
Jehovah God of the Old Testa- 
ment. They do not believe He 
fulfills Isaiah 53, Psalm 22, all 
the Passover lambs, etc. They 
deny that Christ of the Old Testa- 
ment is Jesus of the New Testa- 
ment, God in human form. 


Now, “This is a deceiver and 
an antichrist. Look to yourselves 
. Whosoever transgresseth, 
and abideth not in the doctrine of 
Christ, hath not God.” You say, 
“I believe Jesus is a good Man.” 
But if Jesus is just a good Man, 
you are going to Hell. There is 
no salvation for anybody who 
takes Jesus only on the basis 
that He is a good Man. 


Somebody says, “I believe Je- 
sus died as a-martyr to convic- 
tions.” Well, if He died as a 
martyr instead of a Redeemer, 
then nobody can be saved. You 
say, “But I believe Jesus may 
have been the best Man who ever 
lived.” But the best man who ever 
lived is not good enough to keep 
a sinner out of Hell. Jesus is the 
God-Man, the perfect, sinless Man, 
the Second Adam, God in human 
form who took our place, paid 
our debt, was.made sin for us, or 
nobody can ever be saved. 

All right! You don’t have to be 
right on baptism to be saved. To 
be saved you don’t have ‘to be 
right even on eternal security. 
You don’t even have to be pre- 
millennial to be saved. Neither 
do you have to be right on church 
government to be saved. You don’t 
have to be right on a thousand 
details of interpretation of minor 
scriptural matters to be saved. 
But you have to be right on the 
essential things—Who is Jesus 
Christ? Is He what He claimed 
to be? Is Jesus the God-Man, the 
Lamb of God? Is He the One the 
Bible says He is? Now if you 
deny that,*»you are a lost sinner 
going to Hell. You can be wrong 
on doctrines. You can be wrong 
on many things. You cannot be e® 
sentially wrong on the Person of 
Christ, who He is and on His 
death for sinners, and be saved. 
That is what the Scripture says. 


“Whosoever . transgresseth, ~and 
abideth not in the doctrine of 
Christ, hath not God,” is not 
saved. 


Turn to John, chapter 8, verses 
23 and 24. To the Pharisees Je- 
sus said this striking and powerful 
thing: “And he said unto them, 
Ye are from beneath; I am from 
above {Jesus said, ‘I am not like 
other men. You need to be born 
again. You were born wrong the 
first time, I was not, You are sin- 
ful, I am not’|: ye are of this 
world; I am not of this world. I 
said therefore unto you, that ye 
shall die in your sins: for if ‘ye 
believe not that I am he, ye shall 
die in your sins.” 

Dr. Bob, it says, “If ye believe 
not that I am he,” but the word 
he is in italics so is not in the 
original Greek. I don’t know much 
Greek. I am like Dr. Tom Malone 
who said, “I know a little Greek 
and a little Hebrew. The little 
Greek runs a restaurant, and the 
little Hebrew runs a clothing 
store!” Here the word he is not’ 
in the Greek. Jesus said then, If 
ye believe not that I AM, if you 
don’t accept me as the I AM, 
Jehovah God, who met Moses in 
the burning bush in the wilderness 


| and said, ‘Go tell Israel that I AM 


has sent you.’ Jesus said, “Befo! 
Abraham was, I AM.” If you don’ 
accept Jesus Christ as Jehovah 
GA, God in human form. Jesus 
said, “Ye shall die in your sins.” 


ment, 


No salvation without a Jesus who 
is God. He was called God in 
Isaiah 9:6, “Unto us a child is 
born, unto us a son is given: ... 
and his name shall be called Won- 
derful, Counsellor, The mighty 
God.” 

In the forty-fifth Psalm God the 
Father said to Jesus, “Thy throne, 
O God, is for ever and ever.” Je- 
sus is the Mighty God. Jesus said, 
“IT and my Father are One.” If 
you don’t believe that, you can’t 
be saved. Jesus only a Man? I 
don't care how good, He couldn't 
save you. If the confidence you 
have in Him is just the confidence 
you would put in a man, it is not 
saving faith. Nobody can be saved 
who is wrong on the essential doc- 
trine about Jesus Christ. You 
might be wrong on the church and 
be saved; you might be wrong on 
baptism and be saved; you might 
misunderstand some other Scrip- 
ture and be saved; you might be 
wrong on eternal security and be 
saved; you might be wrong about 
some details of the Second Com- 
ing and be saved, but you cannot 
be saved unless you take Jesus 
Christ for what He claims to be 
—the dying Son of God, the Lamb 
of God who takes away the sin 
ef the world and hence virgin- 
horn, raised bodily from the grave. 


‘That is part and proof of His 


deity. 

Now note here that -this is the 
doctrine of Christ. You may say, 
“Brother Rice, Jesus is the norm. 
If you have Jesus, He is enough.” 
Since the Billy Graham campaign 
in Wheaton several modernists 
have met with the pastors’ con- 
ference. The other day they were 
going to prepare a statement of 
faith, an evangelical statement of 
faith, but one preacher § said, 
“Let’s just have this one and say 
we believe in our Divine Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ.” That is a 
direct quotation of the statement 
on which the National Council of 
Churches, originally the Federal 
Council of Churches, was organ- 
ized. But now the trouble with 
that is we are commanded, not 
simply to have Christ the center 
alone, but He must be the Christ 
of the Bible. The standard is not 
only Christ but the doctrine of 


Christ, the teaching about Christ. 


What teaching? In the Bible. 
Where are you going to find it? 
In the Encyclopedia Britannica? 
No, in the Bible. Where will you 
find it? In some book by E. Stan- 
ley Jones? No, in the Bible. God is 
requiring the doctrine of Christ 
in the Bible as the only basis for 
Christian fellowship. 


You may say, “Oh, but I love 
Jesus.” I don’t care’ who you love; 
if you don’t accept Him as the 
Bible presents Him, then you have 
another Jesus and you are not 
saved. It is the doctrine of Christ, 
which is here a condition of sal- 
vation. In I Corinthians 15, verses 
3 and 4, Paul said, “This is the 
Gospel which I preached unto you 
and by which you are saved, un- 
less the whole thing is false, un- 
less you believed in vain.” How is 
that? “How that Christ died for 
our sins according to the scrip- 
tures; And that he was buried, 
and that he rose again the third 
day according to the scriptures.” 


Notice, what is the Gospel? 
That Jesus died. Yes, and He was 
buried and rose again. Yes. But 
something else. Only once it is 
mentiohed here that He died, only 
once that He was buried and rose 
again, but twice in that state- 
that official, divinely in- 
spired statement of what the Gos- 
pel is, that it had to be “accord- 
ing to the scriptures.” 


Then the only center of co- 
operation is the Christ as pre- 
sented in the Scriptures, “accord- 
ing to the scriptures.” The Gos- 
pel “according to the scriptures.” 


Back to the text verse in Psalm 
119 :63, “I am a companion of all 
them that fear thee [heart-trust 
of Jesus Christ|], and of them that 
keep thy precepts [the Bible].” 
The only center for salvation, and 
so for Christian fellowship, is Je- 
sus Christ of the Bible.

be As it is recorded in the blessed 
Word of God. You can’t be a good 
Christian without coming the Bi- 
ble way. You don’t have the right

We Are Expressly Forbidden 
to Give Christian Recognition 
or Fellowship to a Modernist 


We come to a closing word. You 
are not to have such a man in 
your home as a preacher, you are 
not to have him in your pulpit. 
You are not to say, “God bless 
you.” You are not to say, “I hope 
you succeed.” You are not to give 
him a dollar. You are not to have 
him on your board of deacons. You 
are not even to have him in your 
church membership. You are not 
to count him a Christian. You are 
not to say “brother.” 

Someone comes along and says, 
“Do you have a room for preach- 
ers?” 

“Yes.” 

Then I ask if he believes the Bi- 
ble. 

“Well, no. Of course it is a good 
Book which records God’s dealing 
with men.” 

“Do you believe in Jesus?” 

“Yes. Jesus is fine—I think the 
best man who ever lived.” 

“But is He God in human form? 
Did He die for our sins?” 

“Well, no, I don’t believe that, 
but that is good framework. You 
can use that to talk about it; com- 
mon people don’t understand.” 

“No! No! You can’t have the 
preacher's room in my house. 
Neither can you sit in spiritual 
fellowship at my table. You can’t 
preach in my pulpit nor teach in 
You are not going to 
join my church. If you are to be 
in the ministerial association, I 
am not. If you are going to get on, 
I will get off.” 

The Bible plan is that you are 
net to say, “God bless you.” You 
are not to say, “I hope you suc- 
ceed,” You are not to say, “I am 
for you.”’ You are not to say, “You 
aré my brother.” You are not to 
say, ‘Come, lead in prayer.” You 
are not to have him help trans- 
late the Bible. You are not to have 
him each in your colleges. And 
you ‘Ought never to give a dime 
where he will get it as a matter 
of Christian service to God. If 
you do, you dishonor God and 
make a lie to all you preach. 


Christians to Beware. to 
Contend, to Lovingly Warn 
About Modernism 


A final word. What is the Bi- 
ble attitude toward separation? 
The first is to take heed to your- 
selves, to beware of false doc- 
trine, beware of false prophets 
who come in sheep’s clothing. Be- 
ware, yes; be on the lookout. 

You may say, “I don’t like this 
witch-hunting, always being on 
the lookout.” Then you don’t like 
what God said do. He said, “Be- 
ware.” He said, “Look to your- 
selves.”” That is right. 

The next thing is to contend. 
Oh, you say, “I don’t like to con- 
tend.” Well, maybe that does go 
against the flesh. You want to 
be popular, and everybody likes 
you. Oh, you are just the very 
fellow, the sloppy Joe who has no

That is 
not God’s plan. Earnestly contend 
for the faith. 


It means more than that. Call 
names? “Oh no! A good Christian 
ought not to.” Is that so? Paul 
said in II Timothy 1:15, “All they 
which are in Asia be turned away 
from me.” Who are they, Paul? 
“There is Hermogenes and Phy- 
gellus”; then he said in chapter 
4, verse 10, “Demas hath for- 
saken me, having loved this pres- 
ent world, and is departed unto 
Thessalonica; Crescens to Galatia, 
Titus unto Dalmatia.” Call 
names? Paul, well somebody won't 
like it. No. Paul was in jail; other 
people were out running free.
